Rev. 6, Sept 2007) for 
details. 

A review of the Examiner's Answer finds a new Ground of Rejection 
that has not been provided the required heading "New Grounds of 
Rejection" and does not include the approval of the TC Director or his/her 
designee. Specifically, the Examiner's Answer sets forth a new rejection of 
claims 2-4, 10 and 1 1 as being rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Mattes '054 in view of Gwon. 

Accordingly, it is ORDERED that the application be returned to the 
Examiner:

2) to generate a new Examiner's Answer setting forth the correct 
Grounds of rejection and to correct other sections of the Answer as may be 
required;
